The failure was responsible for the 
death of one of the depositors, and led to 
the suicide of another man who a month 
ago had placed the earnings of a lifetime 
in the institution. In the excitement fol- 
lowing the announcement of the failure 
J. G. Visser, an officer of the Royai 
League, who had on deposit in the bank 
funds of that‘ organization, fell dead, 
Henry Koepke, a grocer, on hearing that 
the bank had suspended payment, went 


to the rear of his store and shot himself, | 


He died a@ few minutes later. 

The bank had deposits amounting 
about $4,000,000 and loans and credits 
about the same sum. 

Riotous scenes attended the announce- 
ment of the failure, and a large force of 
policemen struggled all day to keep an 
excited crowd of depositors, nearly all of 
whom were foreigners, and many 
whom were wom@, from rushing 
doors of the institution.

LYNCHES FIVE NEGROES 


Strings Them Up to a Tree— 
Bodies Riddled with Bullets. 


MILITIA LOOK ON HELPLESS 


| Trial of Alleged Murderers at Salis- 
bury, N. C., Had Already Begun— 
Judges Warned Against Lynching. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SALISBURY, N. C., Tuesday, Aug. 7.— 
A mob of several thousand citizens of 
this city and the vicinity surrounded the 
jail here last night, overpowered the offi- 
clals, entered the jail, removed five he- 
wroes accused of the murder of the Lyer- 
ly family near thig city three weeks ago, 
carried them to the outskirts of the city, 
and then lynched them 

There is a report that the negroes were 
burned to death, but this appears to be 
untrue. It is known, however, that they 
were tortured with knives before being 
killed. It is understood that they were 
hanged and that their bodies were rid- 
Gled with bullets. 

The helplessness of the authorities 
against the mob is attributed to the cir- 
cumstance that nobody appeared to have 
authority to fire upon the rioters. The} 
militia were called out, but all the firing | 
was done by the mob. This firing was/ 
indiscriminate, and before it was ended 
three persons had been seriously wounded. 

The officials in charge of the jail tried | 
hard to prevent the mob from obtaining | 
possession of the prisoners, but their \ef- | 
forts were in vain. Sheriff Julian plead- 
ed earnestly with the rioters to allow nd 
law to take its course, but to no avail. 
When he saw that the mob was about to 
force an entrance he exclamed: 

“You men of property in Salisbury 
will suffer for it.” 

The mob began gathering at sundown. 
Mayor Boyden promptly ordered that the

numbered 2,000. There were howls and 
cat calls from the mob, but for a time 
there was no move—the mob lacked a 
leader.

The great crowd outside surged in be- 
hind the leaders, and in a few moments 
more emerged from the door with their 
victims. 

The negroes were quietly marched north- 
ward toward Spencer, but a halt was made 
at Henderson's ball grounds, at the edge | 
of the town. There time to confess the | 
crime was given to the negroes. They re- 
fused either to deny or confess, and were | 
so thoroughly frightened as almost to | 
have lost the power of speech. John Gil-' 
lespie, one of the negroes, wept piteously | 
and begged for his life. 

Tiring of its efforts to obtain state- | 
ments from the negroes, the mob brought 
ropes, which were quickly adjusted, and 
the men were strung up to the limbs of 
one tree.

BOSTON, Aug. 6.—More than a score of 

persons in Boston and the vicinity were 
prostrated to-day by the heat. One fa- 
tality as a result of the heat was report- 
ed. Frederick Wells of Mansfield, aged 
| 60 years, was overcome while on a New 
| York, New Haven & Hartford train run- 
| ning from Mansfield to this city and died 
| Within a few minutes. 

The day was the hottest of the Sum- 
mer. On the top of the Federal Building 
the thermometer of the Government 
Weather Bureau registered 93.3 at 2:45 P. 
M., but on Washington Street the ther- 
mometer of business houses showed tem- 
peratures of 95 and 96. The humidity 
stood at 80 per cent., or 10 per cent. above 
the normal, nearly all day. 

Some relief was afforded by a light 
shower at 3 P,. M., at which hour the 


mercury dropped 10 degrees. It remained 
in the vicinity of 83 the remainder of the 
day. 

The employes of factories and foundries 
suffered intensely. .In some of the manu- 
facturing establishments it was found 
necessary to suspend work. At the navy 
yard in Charlestown the blacksmith, chain

BENDER CHARGES DISMiSSED. 
Gov. Higgins Comes Out In: Favor of 

Campaign Contributions. 


ALBANY, Aug. 6.—Gov. Higgins dis- 
missed to-day the charges against Harry 
H, Bender, Fiscal Supervisor of State 
Charities. The charges were made by the 
Civil Service Reform Association to the 
State Civil Service Commission, which in- 
vestigated them and reported to the Gov- 
ernor. The charges were in effect that 
political assessments had been collected 
and solicited from subordinates in the of- 
fice of the Fiscal Supervisor. 

The conclusion of the Governor is that 
the evidence does not show that Super- 
visor Bender solicited contributions and 
that the checks which he did receive 
from one employe were given to him for 
transmission to the Treasurer of the Re- 
publican State Committee. 

Gov. Higgins, in a lengthy memoranda 


| setting forth his reasons for dismissing 


the charges, says: 
‘No prohibition is laid in Section 24 of 


| the Civil Service Law against voluntary 
| contributions for political purposes by

‘““No good reason seems to exist why 
such employes should not, if they desire, | 
contribute to the legitimate expenses of | 
a political party.

GAMBLING AT SARATOGA. 

There is probably no human memory 
which runneth to the contrary of gam- 
| bling during the season at Saratoga. 
| Whether the law has been lax or se- 
a it has been found equally inca- 
pable of enforcement. It is a long time 
since the races began to be run at 
Saratoga, but it was as true before 
| horse racing came in as one of the Sum- 
mer sports as it has been since that 
gambling could not be suppressed. 
|Commonly it has been “ wide open,” 
| wider open than at any other place in 
the State of New York. Sometimes it 
has been pretended to be concealed, 
though there was never the slightest 
| difficulty during the season in finding 
a gambling house on the part of any- 
| body who was looking for one. From 
the dim old days of MorRisspr and 
Keyes to this day it has been the same. 
The occasional “squealer” who had 





been fleeced, or his friends acting for: 


him, could not find any constable to 
serve @ warrant that would bring the 
shearers into court. 

Of course all this has been contrary 
to the statute and against the peace of 
the people of the State of New York 
and their dignity.

The plant in bloom in the garden of Mrs. 
Mattie C. Borden of Sorrento, Fla., concerning 
which ‘* Subscriber,”’ a few days ago, requested 
information in Top NEw YorK TiMEs, is, to 
judge from the description furnished, a spect- 
men of the Agave Sisalana, or hemp sisal, 
which is a native of Yucatan, Mexico, Cen- 
tral America, and the West Indies, and closely 
related to the century plant. 

Plants set out at eighteen inches high from 
the nursery will produce leaves fit for cutting 
in three years. The life of the plant when 
undisturbed is six or seven years, after which 
it sends up its blossom stalk and then dies. 
Cutting, however, extends its life fifteen to 
twenty years. 

I advise “‘ Subscriber’ to send a photograph 
of the plant, with a fow of the leaves, to the 
New York Botanical Garden, Bronx Park, of 
which Dr. Nathaniel Lord Britton is director.

On July 7 and 10 occurred two instances of 
alleged ‘‘ candy poisoning,’’ which were given 
considerable prominence in the newspapers. 
The National Confectioners’ Association has a 
standing reward of $100 for evidence that will 
convict any person of the adulteration of 
candy with pofsonougs or injurious substances, 
and upon learning of these cases we retained 
E. J. Lederle, Ph. D., former Commissioner 
of Health, to make an Investigation. 

We now have his report before us. He finds 
that In the first instance, where eight children 
are said to have been poisoned in Brooklyn, 
the evidence is rtrong that they were made ill 
by drinking milk. In the second instance, 
where a baby In Williamsburg is sald to have 
died from the offect of poisonous coloring ex- 
tract in candy, Dr. Lederle finds that the at- 
tending physician called the illness diphtheria, 
and the Coroner’s physician said that the 
child's illness ‘vas caused by eating pickles. 
There was no mention made whatsoever ot | 
candy poisoning. Im each case the facts were! 
greatly distorted, and found their way into 
print either through carelessness or direct mis- 
representation. 

The circulation of such reports reflects seri- 
ously upon reputable mafufacturers, and we 
ask {n fairness that the result of the associa- 
tion’s investigation be printed.

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‘MISTAKE, THE MANAGER SAYS 


| Trolleys Run Gently for Safety’s Sake 
and Poor Coal Made the 


| Lights Go Out. 


Staten Islanders are contemplating a 
movement against the Richmond Light 
land Railroad Company to bring it to book 
|for inadequate service, Charges of mis- 
| management were filed yesterday with the 
| State Railroad Commission, and the Board 
of Trade and Transportation, it is said, is 
to take the matter up when it meets 
again. Meanwhile S. F. Hazelrigg, Vice 
|}President and General Manager of the 
company, offers excuses and promises bet- 
ter things. 

For the last six weeks the trolley cars 
have crawled along, and the lights in 
houses have been so poor that at times 
reading was impossible. On Saturday and 
Sunday matters became even worse, and 
|the residents found themselves in dark- 
ness on both evenings, while the trolley 
lines very nearly went out of business al- 
together, Only the fact that the moon 
|was at its brightest made the situation 
bearable, 

Acting Borough President Tribus, who, 
when President George Cromwell is in the 
city, is Commissioner of Public Works, 
said yesterday that he knew of no reason 
why the service should be poor unless it 
was that there was friction among those 
lin the employ of the concern. The com- 
| pany has two supposedly well-equipped 
|}plants, one at Grassmere and one at Liv- 
ingston, and, at times, it has heen able to 
give fair service. Ever since the opening 
of Happyland, the new amusement park, 
(the service has been poor, and trolley cars 
that previously took half an hour to make 
}a trip, now take from fifty minutes to an 
hour and a quarter covering the same dis- 
tance. In some quarters it is said that the 
lighting company overloaded its plant in 
contracting to light Happyland. 


Rogers Promised Improvements. 


“We have no jurisdiction to act in the 
matter,’”’ sald Mr. Tribus. “ The lighting 
of the streets comes under the charge of 
the Department of Water Supply, Gas, 
and Dlectricity, and I understand that 
Deputy Commissioner Miller 
after that. Mr. Cromwell, before he went 
away, managed to see H. H. Rogers, who 
owns the trolley lines and the lighting 
plants, and Mr. Rogers promised that 
everything possible would be done to im- 
prove the-situation, 

In another quarter it was said that the 
trouble was due to the parsimony of the 
management, which declines to spend 
{money for repairs. 

But it is Mr. Hazelrigg who knows just 
what is the matter. In fact he knows 
half a dozen things that are the matter. 
Yesterday he sat in his office overlooking 
the bay, and told just how it happened 
that the light was poor and the trolleys 
slow. It was all perfectly simple, as Mr. 
Hazelrigg told it. 

Trouble of Many Kinds. 

“Breakdowns, blowouts, and burnouts 
galore,” he said. ‘“ We have been having 
all sorts of trouble with our engines, 
condensers, and cylinders. First it is one 
thing and then it is another, but it 
always something. Then, again, Just look 
at the increase in the traffic.”’ 

He waved his hand toward the open 
window indicating two trolley cars, each 
carrying about half a dozen persons. Still, 
the rush had not begun at that time. 

“That plant of ours at Grassmere,”’ went 
on Mr. Hazelrigg, “is one of the best 
}equipped in the country. They had a 
breakdown a few weeks ago, and that 
very day we knocked out our twelve 
horse power engine at Livingston. Now, 
could anything be more provoking? 
|fixed it up, and a few hours later we 
|blew out a cylinder head; blew it into 
ia hundred pieces. That's the way it goes 
jall the time.” 











“What has caused the great increase | 


traffic?’ he was asked. 

‘Il think the new ferry service has had 
more to do with it than anything else. 
And it has increased wonderfully. Why 
I was here for a little while in 1897, and 
when I came back in 1902 I found that the 
road was making just exactly the same 
|amount of money then as in 1897. 
i wasn’t any increase until 1905, and this 
|year the increase hag been very remark- 
able. Why I have known the business 
}to jump as much as 33 per cent. in one 
| week over the business of the correspond- 
ing week last year. 

Forced to Run Slower. 

“Tt is true the trolleys are running 
slower than they did. We just had to 
slow down for safety’s sake.

‘it takes time to stop at corners and to 
|start up again, and people ought to take 
lthese things into consideration when they 
lcriticise us.”’ 
| Mr. Hazelrigg was told that it was our- 
jrently weaetan that the failure to make 
proper repairs was responsible for the poor 
service. 

“Not so. I know it is said that the 
} »eople who own the property, that is Mr. 
heoers, won't spend money for repairs. 
I never went to him for anything that [ 
j didn’t get it, as long as it was needed. 
| Why, we had our first trouble on a Sun- 
|day. I saw Mr. Rogers early Monday. 
'*T° gee you've had trouble,’ he said. 
‘What's the matter?’ ‘They came down 
on us in a crowd,’ I said. ‘What can 
we do,’ said he, ‘ get more cars?’ I told 
lhim no. We had ordered cars for our 
New Jersey road in March, and they had 
not been delivered yet, so what was the 
luse of ordering more? But that just shows 
‘ou how he is. He is always willing to

| Mr. Hazelrigg was not content with 
lthese explanations. He said that extra

NEWPORT, Aug. 6.—With the arrival 
of the New York Yacht Club, Newport 
to-night enters upon a carnival which will 
continue during the week.

6,387 Join the Navy In SIx Months. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6-—In the six 
months of this year, ending on June 80, 
the three training stations of the navy 
received 5,387 apprentice seamen. Of this 
number, 2,646 were enlisted at Newport, 
2,158 at Norfolk, and 583 at San Francis- 
co. The rate of desertions at San Fran- 
cisco was 12 per cent., at Norfolk 6 per 
cent., and at Newport 4 per oent. The 
large number of desertions at San Fran- 
cisco is attributed to the fact that many 
men enlisted in the Western States and 
ordered to San Franciaco failed to report 
there. — 


LEMONS DOUBLE IN PRICE. 


Frult Importers’ Union Is Likely to 
Recover Recent Losses. 


The Fruit Importers’ Union, after pock- 
eting a loss running into many thousand 
dollars in the last thirty days, has a good 
chance to recover a large part of its in- 
vestment. Lemons which were shipped 
here were held so long that they were in 
poor condition and some of the stock was 
seized by the Board of Health. The re- 
mainder was as a rule in too bad a con- 
dition to be held in stock very long.

Now the supply of lemons in sight is 
smaller than for many years. Prices are 
advancing, and it is predicted that lem- 
ons will soon be selling for $6 per box. 
Only a short time ago they brought little 
over half that amount. 

The Importers’ Union buys the fruit by 
contract and takes its chances. Therefore, 
when poe advance its ins are fre- 
quently large.
